WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Strict 
secrecy marked the conference of 
Under Secretary Cotton and his as- 
sistants, who labored all night at 
the state department to draft gov- 
ernment instructions to Ambassador 
Dawes for his guidance in the Mac- 
Donald conversations. 


rting to aim at convening 
of a “disarmament” conference be- 
tween the high-strung imperialist 
powers, the Dawes-MacDonald par- 
ley and the diplomatic barrages 
which accompany it have about ex- 
hausted the phrases of the rival 
statesmen. On the actual question 
of scrapping the battleships, neither 
side is willing to budge. 

The United States is still firm in 
its determination to hold ompto the 
big-gunned ships of the - 1,000-ton’ 
class, capable of traversing the long 
distances between points on the At- 
lantic and the Pacific coasts of con- 
tinental United States and its sub- 
jugated colonies like the Philippines, 
Haiti and Cuba. 

But, as the London Times em- 
phasized editorially today, the “Brit- 
ish empire is not a self-contained 
unit of continuous states.”

VIENNA, Aug. 28.—Trial of the 
Hungarian Communists ended yes- 
terday with acquittal of all those 
actused on charges of forging pass- 
ports. Hermann Mueller was sen- 
teneed to six weeks’ imprisonment 
for secret association, Grahczi and 
Ross Hesky to four weeks each on 
the same charge, and Ernst Mueller 
to one week for false registration. 

All were ordered for deportation 
except Ernst Mueller.

The program points to the de- 
structiveness of the coming war, due 
not only to the certainty that it will 
be an even greater world war than 
the last, but because of the start- 
ling improvement of the technique 
of slaughter (poison gas, improved 
planes, use of disease germs, etc.). 

The workers in the Soviet Union 
face an imminent attack from the 
capitalist states, including America, 
the program states. The reason is 
that the Soviet Union workers, 
through their control of industry, 
are making such strikes in progress | 
as has never before been seen in 
history. The new five year plan is 
described, and emphasis laid on the 
continued improvement of the stand- 
ard of living and real wages in the 
U. S. S. R., while these things fall 
in every other country. 

Why They Hate Russia. 

Success of the Soviet plan means 
the doom of capitalism, and the cap- 
italist rulers in America and West- 
ern Europe realize this and prepare 
for a bloody onslaught on the U. 8. 
S. R., the present acts in this direc- 
tion having led to the Chinese East- 
ern Railroad incident in Manchuria. 

Partly as war preparations, and 
partly from the needs of the em- 
ployers themselves, says the pro- 
gram, a tremendous growth of state 
capitalism and fascism takes place 
in all capitalist countries, including 
Amétita.

prosecution was, “Do you read the 
Daily Worker, Labor Defender or 
any other labor papers?” An af- 
firmative answer brought a peremp- 
tory challenge from the prosecution. 

One foundry worker, D. T. Rivers, 
said: “I believe that the strikers 
were minding their own business and 
not bothering anybody, and the po- 
lice had no right to interfere with 
them.” He gave an affirmative an- 
swer when asked if he thought the 
strikers had a right to defend them- 
selves when the police, led by Ader- 
holt, came without a warrant to in- 
terfere. He said that a boy had 
handed him a copy of the Daly 
Worker and he had read it carefu!ly 
and that he was sympathetic with 
the defendants. He was challenged 
and eliminated by the state. 


State Likes Observer. 
Reading the Daily Worker or the 
Labor Defender seems to disqualify 
a person for jury service, put read- 
ing the Charlotte Observer, the re- 
actionary organ of the Duke Power 
interests and the mill owners, does 
not. prejudice the prospective jurors, 
according to the state. 

Another invariable question of the 
prosecution was: “Are you a mem- 


do you read labor papers?” Those 
who said “yes” were challenged by 
the state, but when they said they 
read only the local capitalist papers, 
they. were passed almost without 
further questioning. 

The state challenged ten peremp- 
torily and three for cause. The de- 
fense exercised eleven peremptory 
challenges and nine for cause. One 
was excused by the court because he 
was a county employee. 

Would Burn Agitators. 


Several merchants admitted pre- 
judice on the ground that although 

perhaps none of the defendants were 
guilty, the Northern agitators came 
down and stirred up trouble, and so 
are responsible for the killing of 
Aderholt. 

One hundred and twenty-six of the 
veniremen are residents of Charlotte. 
The others are from nearly towns. 
Three jurymen have been accepted 
so far, two farmers and one worker. 
They are evidently prosperous, and 
read only the Charlotte Observer and 
News. They said they had talked 
to no one about the case and have 
no prejudices . 

Attorney Casler questioned the 
veniremen for the prosecution, and 
Attorney McCall for the defense. It 
seems certain that it will be neces- 
sary to summon additional venire- 
men. 

The trial will not start until next 
Monday, probably. 

The prosecution requested the de- 
fense to agree to consolidate all 
three charges of assault, conspiracy, 
and murder and have the defendants 
tried on all three at one time. Fear- 
ing difficulty in getting conviction 
for murder, the prosecution hepes to 
get conviction for assault and con- 
spiracy. The defense refused the re- 
quest.

CLEVELAND (By Mail).— The 
Fisher Body Co. here is still con- 
tinuing its vicious speed-up and wage 
cut policy. Notwithstanding the fact 
that it is already impossible for the 
Fisher Body workers to exist on the 
wages paid there, we are again ex- 
periencing cuts. 

The deck moulders jobs were not 
long ago cut from 21 cents to 19 
cents, now another cut has been 
made and they are getting only 15 
cents. The grand sum they made 
before was only $6 a day. 


The drip moulders experienced a 
wage cut of seven cents on a job. 
This will reduce their wages to about 
$5 a day. A fine wage for any one 
to live on, isn’t it? 

The workers in the shipping de- 
partment are very much dissatisfied. 
This is not enough. Being dissat- 
isfied does not improve conditions. 
We must organize a union in order 
to stop such conditions as I have de- 
scribed above. Workers in Fisher 
Body must join the shop committee

MUNSON LINE 
PERILS LIVES 


Co. Scoffs at Safety 
for Them 


(By a Seaman Correspondent) 

That the lives of the passengers 
and the crew are at stake, when 
they ship on the Munson Line 8.8. 
Western World has been proven, on 
my trip as a fireman on this ship. 
Two days after clearing Buenos 
Aires for New York, we had boat 
drill. Boat number 7, to which I 
wa sassigned, had three holes, each 
large enough to insert a clenched 
fist, I reported the damage to the 
officer in charge of the boat; the 
following dey I say that the holes 
in the boat were covered with adhe- 
sive tape, and painted over. In 
spite of the enormous profits this 
company is making in its shipping 
ventures, the ships are not suffi- 
ciently manned for safety at sea. 

The S.S. Pan America of the 
same line sailed from New York 
on January 26, 1929, for the east 
coast of South America. The sec- 
ond morning out, the whole crew 
complained of sick stomachs, and 
reported to the ship’s doctor. The 
doctor gave them a dose of Epsom 
salts and reminded us we were to 
report to work as there was no time 
at sea to be sick—ashore was the 
place to be sick, not aboard ship. 
My stomach was so sore and sickly 
that I preferred the beach at Mon- 
tevideo, rather than returh on the 
S.S. Western World (“worst in the 
world”). —A. B

LOURENCO MARQUES, East 
Africa (By Mail).—Comrades, I am 
writing these lines, as a former 
worker in the United States, and I 
want to tell you how conditions are 
here in Lourenco Marques. This is 
a Portuguese colony in East Africa. 
I have been in East Africa ever since 
April 1928, and since I have been 
here I have come to understand the 
class struggle better than ever. 

Here is where I have seen men 
exploiting men; become human 
beasts in order to make wealth from 
the slavery of other men. If you 
see the misery of the workers hear 
in 1929 you ask yourself, What is 
this talk about a’ so-called civiliza- 
tion? Only lies of the exploiters.” 


Negro Women Slave Under Lash. 


The cruelty of the Portuguese 
government towards the workers 
here is unbelievable. Here the 


| 


Negro women are forced to work on 
estate roads with little children on 
their backs. Saw one of the Portu- 
guese policemen, one of those whom 
the poor exploited workers here have 
to refer to as “civilized,” with a 
whip in his hand four feet long and 
a half inch thick in his hand, driv- 


ing the women laborers on to slave 


har 


13 Hours Slavery Under the Whip. 


To prevent these women from 
talking to each other, the whips are 
brought into frequent use on the 
womens’ backs. The women are 
forced to work from five in the 
morning until six rt night, seven 
days a week, every day in the year. 

They get one meal of corn and 
flour a day, cooked without salt or 
fat of any kind. The Portuguese 
government makes the women work 
to pay the taxes on their houses— 
houses which are made out of a few 
small sticks covered with grass. 

These houses are built from seven 


to twelve feet round with one door, 
three feet high and two feet wide. 
On these poor hovels the Portuguese 
government collects one pound, ten 
shillings in taxes every year. This 
great imperialist government sends 
a crew of policemen into the woods 
to catch the men who are living and 
working on their farms and takes 
them forcibly away from their 
wives and children, to the city.

Rock ISLAND, Il. (By Mail).— 
The “mystery” of Boss McCorm- 


chief plant in Chicago may 
moved down to Rock Island. 

The local capitalist paper, an or- 
gan of the Manufacturers Associ 
tion, in its issue of June 26, printed 
some plans of the International Har- 
vester Company to put up a new 
building costing one million dollars, 
and of increasing its working force 
by over one thousand men. 
On July 8, the same mouth piece 
of the Chamber of Commerce stated, 
“He (McCormick) asserted that his 
visit had no particular significance 
other than to acquaint himself with 
the progress of development in Rock 
Island, Moline, and East Moline 
which has taken place during his 
absence. No further program for 
expansion of the company’s plants 
in the three cities was announced 
by Mr. McCormick.” 

Why the Secrecy? 

Why all the deep secrecy? Merely 
because the workers in Rock Island Are 
must be made to take a wage cut 
and forced to speed-up so as to 
maintain production while the Chi- 
cago plant shuts down, A huge rob- 
bery and dirty trick is being put 
over on the Farmall men. 
Wages (both day rate and piece 
work) will be cut; production per 
man will be increased, and old em- 
ployees in all departments who do 
not “hit the ball” or “make the 
grade” will be fired and replaced by 
raw young patriots from the sur- 
rounding farms and villages who 
will be lured to Rock Island by glow- 
ing newspaper and magazine adver- 
tisements of the “big money” which 
is being paid by the International 
Harvester Company. 
Of course, the Harvester bosses 
want to keep the new “let down” of 
the men in the dark. 

Cheap Labor Wanted. 
“Cheap Labor” is why the Inter- 
national Harvester Company is mov- 
ing to Rock Island: Human labor 
is the only scurce of profit for the 
capitalists, Consequently, a saving 
in the cost of labor power results 
in a corresponding increase of sur- 
plus profits. With practically no 
union labor problem in the Tri-Cit- 
ies, with practically no limit to the 
extent of slavish abuse that the un- 
organized workers will suffer and 
endure without protest, the I. H. C. 
can look ahead to the most “pros- 
perous and happy” years of its most 
labor hating and blood soaked his- 
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tory

Men Fired If They 
Refused 1 


(By a Worker Correspondent) 
CLEVELAND (By . was 
hired in the Fisher Body Co. plant 
here in the shipping department as 
a carpenter at 45 cents an hour and 
a bonus, which would amount to 65 
cents an hour. The first day I 
worked for 12 hours on the line that 
travels a fast speed all day 


with the foreman, Fred Lee, yelling 
at the men to step on it. 

After six days work I was laid 
off and told to come back six days 
later for my pay. When I got the 
pay I found that I was not given 
the bonus promised but was paid at 
the 45 cents rate, I went to the chief 
hookkeeper and was told that the 
bonus was discontinued and that I 
was not the only one. I used to 
always wonder why there was such 
a big turnover in labor and why the 
men were complaining always. I can 
see it now when the workers have to 
work under the speed-up conaitions 
they do in Fisher Body, under such 
slave driving foremen as Lee and 
Golden, the men who do the dirty 
work for the Fisher Body Co. They 
have introduced a system of favor- 
ites, favoring the workers who give 
them graft and when the workers 
here refuse to put up with such 
things they are made to feel the 
cussedness of the slave drivers and 
are usually fired. 

I am sure that if the auto and 
auto body workers organized into 
one strong auto workers union these 
things would not be put over on us.

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The Fruits of Zionism 

WHEN Britain secured the league of nations’ mandate for 

Palestine, Lord Balfour contrived to utilize the Zionist 
movement to carry out the vicious policy of expropriating the 
land from the Arabian population. The rich leaders of Zion- 
ism were willing tools of Balfour and have, under the guise 
of building a Jewish nationalist home, carried out the most 
frightful campaigns of land robbery against the Arab popula- 
tion. 

Hundreds AH thousands of Arabs have been driven from 
their land amd upon the ruins of the small farms great orange 
plantations have been established. A few parasite capital- 
ists, leaders of the Zionist movement in Palestine, exploit in 
the most bestial manner many Jewish workers and thousands 
of Arabs. 


By playing the debased role of puppets of British imper- 
ialism for the privilege of sharing in the profits rung from 
the Jewish and Arabian population, the Zionists have be- 
come the symbol of tyranny in the eyes of the oppressed 
masses. The oyerwhelming majority of the Arab victims of 
Zionism in the service of imperialism only see their immedi- 
ate oppressor, the Zionists. Instead of perceiving their 
plight as a result of class oppression they see only the racial 
characteristics. The first (stage of revolt of the Arabs is 
misdirected and includes, without discrimination (if reports 
from Jerusalem are accurate), all the Jews. Britain is quick 
to take advantage of the opportunity to conceal the real 
class character of the movement and ‘proclaim to the world 
that it is a religious conflict, just as British “imperialism 
tried this spring to befog the class issues in India by inter- 
preting them as strife between Hindoos and Moslems. 


But there is an ever-growing number, though at present 
a minority, that perceive behind the Jewish mask of Zion- 
ism the malignant features and the blpody talons of the Brit- 
ish ravager of colonial peoples. The Communist Party of 
Palestine, embracing Jews and Arabs, is striving to of 
the movement into open anti-imperialist channels that will 
drive out the British imperiglists and their agents. 


Without hesitation the working class must accuse the 
Zionist leaders for their erimipal role. These pawns in the 
hands of British imperialism have brought about a situation 
where the Jewish people in Palestine have had to bear the 
shock of the first colonial uprising. It is precisely these | 
Zionists and the British master class they so willingly serve 
that are responsible for the massacres in Palestine. The 
present events are the consequence of their own sevility to 
British imperialism: These Zionists in America and else- 
where who have collected millions of dollars to aid in for- 
warding the Balfour imperialist policy, are the ones who 
have brought upon the heads-of many innocent people of 
Jewish lineage the massacres of the past few days. 


Britain must be defeated in its attempt, by fanning the 
flames of religious hatreds, to prevent a joint movement of 
Jewish workers and Arabs against its imperialist exploita- 
tion. The working class of the United States must not be 
deceived by the hypocritical pleas of the Zionists. The class- 
conscious Jewish workers especially will not be’ misled by 
those responsible for the plight of the Jews in the fake 
homeland organized to carry out the policies of the imper- 
ialist British government, but will aid in every way the at- 
tempts of the Jewish and the Arab victims of imperialist 
rapacity to scourge the class enemy from Palestine. 


That the imperialists recognize the character of the 
movement as a struggle against colonial domination is proved 
by the speed with which Britain is rushing warships and air. 
forces to the scene of the bloodshed and the hasty action of 
France in throwing heavier forces into Syria, lying a 
north of Patestine. 


The United States imperialist government is also ede- 
manding suppressive measures under the guise of protecting 
its citizens: The whole imperialist world is alarmed at 
any colonial outbreak, because they fear such events as those 
of 1925-26, when the French forces stormed Damascus in 
order to,crush the Syrian revolt, and those in Palestine today 
may ignite the whole Near East with. the flame of colonial 
revolt and eventually extend to the rest of the colonial world.

Wen will the working classes, those tragis purveyors to the 
slaughter house, who provide such splendid food for powder in time 
of war—when will they spit forth what is left in them of the tradi- 
tional worship of national armies, of courts martial and of those upper- 
lings called War Ministers? 


DEAD ALIVE 
URING the war, as the result of various wounds, I passed through 
a good many hospitals. I was at Breteuil, and at Chartres, and at 
Courville, and at Brives. The inside of Plombieres Hospital saw me 
too—saw enough of me, I may add, after a brief stay, for I did not 
live in odour of sanctity with the black-robed nuns, with the super- 
visors and orderlies in cassocks of blue. Their uniforms were blue, 
but their faces were ruddy with health, for one and all, from the 
highest to the lowest, were vicars in ordinary life. 
But I now wish to speak of another matter—of an evening we 
spent, sick and wounded side by side, round the stove which battled 
with November, in the large ward upstairs. 
Our talk was of misery, ‘wrongs and crimes. Every survivor 
flogting on the surface there had his own true story to tell. During 
these evenings, I collected the stories af many eye-witnesses which I 
afterwards used in my books. And if those pages have sometimes 
moved the reader, it was because they woke to life some vibration of 
the living truth, like those violins which, old fables say, stirred the 
heart-strings of all listeners, not because an artist had made them, but 
because somebody’s soul was imprisoned within them. 


NE of the speakers—I shall call him Peter—said this: 

“There was a man dead alive once—lived after he was shot. And 
to prove it, III give his name—Waterlot Francis. 

“They shot him all right—it was up against 
after his execution, he was as fit as a fiddle.” 

Peter told us the story; it began with a picture of exhaustion 
and despair. 

Round Meaurs, near Sezanne, the soldiers of 327th line regiment 
were supporting the 270th which held the front lines. On the night of 
September 5th and 6th, 1914, they were on the lookout in the outskirts 
of a wood, : 

These were Peter’s words: 

“They had chucked themselves down on the ground on the edge of 
this wood and were ‘snoozing beside their haversacks—just like em 
they looked. Leave was given that night to sleep, fully equipped. You 
bet they slept; ever since war broke out these chaps from the North, 
who had been in the Belgian retreat, had had a rough time of it. 
Worn out they were. What with tramping this way and that, and then- 
the long march backwards, they had had that too. Always on their 
feet, always tied to their haversacks like walking packs of troubles, 
always goaded on, always on the watch, always damned. And they 
were already played out when, three days before this, the great offen- 
sive began, and piled on the agony. 

“So there they were, sleeping in the dark, dead beat and dead 
still, and truce hung for a moment over this half-cemetery of soldiers. 

* . 


“DUT up at the front, in the firing line, there was dirty work. The 

German armoured cars had managed to get in on top of the French 
‘trenches and were pouring lead into them. Taken by surprise and 
completely staggered, the 270th chaps, N. C. 0.’s ahead, gave ground, 
left the trench and streamed back. They reached the wood, and the 
327th, who were lying on the ground asleep, were stirred up by the 
feet of these men wandering through the night with the enemy’s fire 
close on their heels. So then they blinked an eye, stood up, shook them- 
selves into life. They saw, as well as eyes could see in the dark, these 
ghosts hurrying by! No N. C. O. had thought fit to stay with the men. 
Discipline was gone. And sé, of course, up they got, away they went 
with the flowing tide. 

“But this panic (as you know, a panic has something mechanical 
about it, like a railway engine, and it can’t be stopped all at once when 
steam’s up and it’s for running off the lines)—the panic didn’t last 
long. The nightmare vanished with the first streaks of light. The 
men belonging to the 327th formed up again in Lachies village, and 
there were a good three hundred now, beginning to look around for 
their regiment and yawning.
